We have had the bpst im- 
provements in the electric light, and 
there is no good reason why we 
should not have utilized it ten years 
ago.

our youth none of as saw an illumi- 
nator greater than tbat produced by 
five or six candles burning in a room.

One September day, in the fall of 


1862, there rode up to tbe old, bnt 
comfortable looking farm house of 
Andrew Harris, near Independence, 
Mo., a band of seventy men, armed 
Co the teeth with shot-guns and re 
volvers. They were all strong aod 
young, and bad an unconcerned air 
of determined bravery. All sat well 
on their horses, were young and 
hardy looking. A few were boys, 
while others had beard and long hair. 
They were dressed in divers styles— 
some in red, blue or checked flannel 
shirts, others wore coats. All had 
oootH coming up over the pantaloons 
above tho knee, and most with big 
spurs at tho heels. Their horses 
were magnificent, and well decked off 
with showy bridles. 
At the head of 


tbe company rode a small man with 
a pale face, light, short mustache, 
[t was Qnantrell and his men. Who 
needs to be told who they were, or 
what they were. Not such robbers 
or frightful-looking people as some 
would imagine, but had enough, in 
deed. They opened the gate of the 
barn-yard, and went iu and dismoun- 
ted, having left a guard for the bill 
half a mile back. They palled the 
hay down, opened the corn-crib, and 
made themselves at home without 
saying a word to Andrew Harris, the 
good old farmer they had come to 
despoil. Ho was not disturbed, he 
was ready to give them all he bad, 
for he was one ( f that numerous class 
who lived in that section that was 
but too ready to snrcor anybody 
whose mission it was to fight the 
Kansas Jayhawkers.

As a woman, she was notorious as 


John MvKeene was a man. They hac 
lieard of each other many a time, ani 
bad longed to see each other.

had said she was the bravest woman 
in Missouri; she bad said he was tb< 
bravest man of all tbe rough rider 
of tbe border. Consequently, when 


the Ban came np, tbe advance guard 
of tbe pursuing Federals came up to 
the hon&e of Andrew Harris in hot 
pnriuit. Thev bad been told by a 
dozen friendly citizens of the hospi- 
tality extended to Quantrell and his 
men by the old farmer, and this was 
offense enough. They called him out, 
and, after a few unimportant ques- 
tions, shot him down, then burned 
the bouse. In less than an hour they 
.'.ad made a scene of black desolatioon 
.nd the girl and the mother had 
sought refuge with a kind-hearted 
neighbor. It was the way of the 
times—a characteristic of guerrilla 
warfare, and something tbat needs 
no apology now, since time has dried 
up the tears, buried the dead, and 
put out the fires. 


The pursuit of Quantrell continued 


nutil he was overtaken. There was a 
close, sharp fight, which resulted in 
the defeat and diabandment of tho 
guerrillas. John McKeenereturned 
:o the ruins of the Harris homestead 
and learned the whole story. 
He 


met Annie Harris, and the two pledg- 
ed their vows of eternal vengeance. 
There was more than that. She said 
she would go with him and deal the 
blows of death as he did. 


On horseback they went to a hum- 


ble preacher's house, and without 
alighting, bad him make them man 
and wife. She threw away her wo- 
man's dress and donned male attire. 
She pnt on belt, beside, and two re- 
volvers, and her long hair she tucked 
up under her hat. 
Sbe looked as 


much like a soldier as many a young 
boy tbat went out with Quautrell. 


Tbe whole land was full of Federal 


soldiers, and John M'Keeue and his 
guerrilla wife had to share the dan- 
gers and privations of all of their 
kind. Tbeir home was the saddle, 
their shelter tbe woods, they were to- 
gether in more than one ambush at- 
tack, and together in more than oue 
of the bated enemies bite the dust. 
When the winter came and tbe leaves 
left the trees, they rode away to the 
south, and waited there till the leaves 
were again as big as the ears of the 
squirrels, then they returned to the ir 
constant battle ground. OuoueJm.o 
morning, 1863, as they and balf a do- 
zen others were riding «long over tho 
prairie, near the little town of Lee's 
Summit, they were met by a detach- 
ment of the Seventh Missouri Militia. 
There was a desperate encounter, in 
which John M'Keene was shot dead 
and Annie M Keene was shot through 
tbe shoulder; tbe others of the guer- 
rillas escaped. 


When the Federals came up to 


where M'Keoue and his wife fell, oue 
of the soldiers leveled his revolver 
at tbe head of the young woman in 
disguise, but before tbe trigger was 
palled she had thrown off her hat, 
snatched her long hair down, and sat 
up before him with the face of a wo- 
man. The revolver was put up and tbe 
mystery solved. Sbe had told them all 
she bad lived for had gone, but that 
she did not feel ready to die herself. 
Sbe begged them to give her compan- 
ion tbe best burial they could, and 
said she wanted to go to Kansas City. 
There was a tone of voice and a style 
of earnestness about her conversation 
tbat touched the heart of the rough 
soldiers, and they 
buried 
John 


M'Keene out ou tbe broad prairies; 
but not a stone or ti piece of wood lay 
nearer than half n dozen miles of that 
place of the grave.
